Kingon's father was sick in bed, and 
vas visited by Dr. Carter, formerly 
principal of the Mississippi and Tex is 
Institutions, who is very favorably 
spoken of as a physician in that fast in- 
creasing city. Dallas. Tbe doctor bus 
wo fine speaking daughters, who can 
>otb make signs and spell on their 
lingers well and fast, and who have 
oeen teachers in the Texas Asylum for 
ihe Deaf and Dumb, as it is legally so 
allied. 

Long ago, a part of tbe brick walls 
of Hie Grand Windsor Hotel, Dallas. 
'ell upon and injured tbe legs of a 
leaf and dumb colored boy so much 
that the doctors could not do him any 
rood. Therefore bis mother sued for 
live thousand dollars damages. The 
boy was a boot-polisher at the hotel. 

He delivered a lecture, on his Mexi- 
can lour, before a small deaf and dumb 
audience in a printing office, the same 
night lie started for Fort Worth, Tex. 

lie called several times on a bright 
deal mule lady, who was formerly in- 
structed by his son Charles at the Vir- 
ginia Institution, Staunton, Va. 

On the night of tbe 26th ult., he of- 
ficiated at St. Andrew's Chuivh, Fort 
Worth, ON time, in conjunction with 
the rector, who said that be knew Rev. 
Dr. Gullaudet well during his se- 
minary days in New York, and Rev. 
Dr. Clerc at Trinity College, Hartford. 

On inquiry, be found a deaf mute 
man, engaged as book keeper in a large 
wholesale bard goods warehouse in the 
fort. The silent book keeper said that 
he was educated at Sun Francisco. 
Cul., and that there were seventy five 
leaf and dumb persons in that eily. 
who bad preaching every other 
Sunday in one of tho halls of the 
Youug Men's Cbristiai it ion 

He told Mr. Turner thai it look 
him seven months to study book-keep 
n:g in a business college in that city. 

A speaking gentleman, seeing him, 
recognized and told him, " You came 
from Staunton, Va., and I wi nl to 
Doyle." Mr. Doyle, who was once 
his teacher, is now principal of tbe 
Virginia Institution. 

Ho met a deaf mute German at his 
service, who told biiu that he had seen 
him at Gilvesfon, Tex., long before. 

On Wednesday evening, the 86th, 
he reached this place in as good 
health as ever, after a very interesting 
journey of three Weeks from Concord, 
N. H. 

Dr. Bhappard, the principal, met 
him at tho front door and welcomed 
him to tbe Institution most cordially, 
while the ollicors and pupils were at 
supper. He observed Thanksgiving 
Day with I hem, and in ido a few re 
marks in the chapel after l'rof. Down 
ing had conducted tbe usual service. 

On Friday afternoon, he lectured on 
)'rr/>s to the pupils, in the chapel, for 
an hour and a half. 

On Sunday morning (yesterday), he 
conduoted chapel service, and preuched 
on the crucifixion of Christ, in the 
afternoon. 

On the railroad between Fort Worth 
and this place, he learned from a 
newspaper that, on tho election of 
Cleveland, a boy was bom to a deaf 
mute couple and equipped with a full 
set of tooth. 

He left for San Antonio on Monday 
noon (Dec. 1st), with the intention of 
extending bis journey to New Orleans 
to hold services on Sunday, December 
7th and 14th.

He said that bis uncle, 
who interred him, was dead lie 
showed me the lot where be is sleep 
ing under the sod He was teaching 
at the South Carolina Institution, 
when his brother persuaded him to 

give up his honorable place to move 
hero with him, which be did against 
his will. He got discouraged and 
sick bore, and passed awav. I believe 
that it was discouragement that killed 
him.

In *meltiiig-works like our*, the chemist is 
frequently called upon in the course of his work 
to determine antimony in ores, hard leads, anti- 
mony slags, and other product* or by-product* of 
the smelting and refining proco**. Groat accur- 
acy in the assay of this metal is attainable only by 
rc-ort to a complete chemical analysis, which, a- 
allofu* know, takes quite a long time. The 
management usually care* for quick and approxi- 
mately correct return* on antimony. 

The method that will best answer these SSSU 
erata for the present I* to be done half In tbe 
fire, and afterward completed with wet or chemi- 
cal agents. Where the substance tested t* an 
oxide, we may reduce the metal- „to a 

button by means of chare ial or red argol. If 
th.re is any sulphur present, it would lie h 
to di*|*)ii*e with the common meth.si of reduc- 
tion with argol and iron wire, but, instead, to de- 
compose with a mixtnre of equal parts if [sitas 
slum cyanide and sodium carbonate. The 
button of lead and antimony thus produced will 
lie clean and free from lumps of iron matte 
which are often very difficult to remove by ham- 
mering without losing particle* of the brittle 
alloy. 

If assayed for lead and antimony, the l„iUon 
may be weighed, and, after hammering thin or 
cutting into small pieces, put into a .mall porne 
lain dish ; nitric acid (diluted with it* volm. 
water is poured over it, and Is allowed to lx.il 
down with no replenishing of acid until very 
shallow, when the alloy will have been c nnilete 
ly deeomp sted. All tbe lead goes into solution, 
while the antimony i< c inverted into a white 
precipitate, which, after diluting the solution, 
may be filtered, dried, ignited, aod weighed as 
antimony tetroxide fSb.O,). The difference be- 
tween the weight of the button and ttist of anti - 
moiiy in that button give* the amount, of lead 
If the button has been i>hi impure, the lead mar 
be determined in the filtrate from the aiitinioiur 
acid as a sulphate. Ten grams is a in 
nient quantity to work on in assaying for those 
metal* by this method 

It had been no easy matter to many of us bo- 
fore in attempting to cut up such an alloy in so- 
lution quickly. O le of the standard works on 
assaying, winch is high in authority, and ha* al- 
ways enjoyed deference of opinion among man of

It, is not. in 
lOeordaoce with the views of men who 
have hud largo experience in the man- 
agement of such institutions, and it is 
u, variance with common sense suit] all 
correct ideas of government. It, has 
neon productive of more friction and 
more mischief.it, the Instituj.e, during 
i he ten years it has been in force, than 
tins probaby ever existed in any of the 
rider established institutions of the 
kind in the country. 

Reason and common sense tell us 

hat where the executive authority of 

such an institution is divided among 

llrM Or four persons, none of whom 

is resp onsible ta the others or to any 

me of them, there will of necessity be 

rouble, friction and dissensions, such 

is hare made this i nstitui ion notorious 

ill over the country. It, is high time 

bat OUT legislators direct their iillen- 

r.ion to this matter and apply ■ snfli 

eicnl and pioper remedy. If this is 

tot soon done it will not, be long 

until we shall have no institution of 

i he kind worthy of the name. This 

law shou I<1 be entirely repealed, and 

mother substituted that will meet all 

.he re'j iiireiiientH of a well-regulated 

institution. 

After this is done, we believe then 

fbonld be appointed as a board of 

ntslccs, men ot sound judg nl, and 

oiod principles, who will im to it 
that the law is enforced to the letter, 
and that the purpose for which the. 
Institute has Ween established is at- 

i.ained. And above all, they should 
lie men who would give the Siipettn- 
lendeut, if he be a man fitted by 
nature and education for the place, 
credit for knowing more about tho im- 
mediate affairs and needs of the 
Mitiou than (bag do, and allow him 

such power! ahd privileges as bis 

position cleai'iv demands. We me 
fully persuaded that until this Off 
something like it is done the existing 
eomplicaiions cannot, be remedied, 
and the situation will grow wor 
worse. Hut if this is done — done 
promptly and sniuiiely — ihe Institute 
ivill bt) placed at, once upon a basis of 

permanent prosperity. 

We propose to discuss this matter 
f Hither, as it is one of vital importance 
to the institution and of much concern 
to our city. 



A Head that Outweighs the Body.

A remarkable case of hydrocephalus 
was discovered ■ few days ago near 
Chickaniauga, twelve Biles from 
this city- .Nineteen years ago there 
was born to the wife of Amour 
Dobbins a lovely girl baby. When 
the child reached the age of three 
months tin unnatural growth of the 
head began to develop, which con- 
tin lied until it was two years of age, 
when it bad assumed alarming pro- 
portions. The general health of the 
child was good, though at the age of 
two years the growth ceased, having 
attained the remarkable dimensions 
of. '11^ inches around the forehead 
and 27 inofas ihe crown of il.s 

head from ear to ear. The fn 
this remarkable being is no larger i ban 
that of an ordinary person while the 
head looks as large as a water-bucket. 
The length Of the body now, if 
Straightened, would not, be over three 
feet, and about the dimensions of ii 
well developed two year-old child. 
The whole body is horribly deformed, 
the hips being drawn back until they 
nearly reaoh tbe shoulders, the bend- 
ing of the spine drawing back the 
lower extremities. There is but little 
llesh on the legs, the thighs being not 
over three inches in circumference. 
The arms are but. little larger than 

'emu, and are also nearly ■ 
of flesh. The body will li"l. Weigh as 
much as the bead, the whole Weighing 
not over forty pounds. The features 
are frightful to look upon, being i,. rrl . 
bly out, of shape, the teeth projt 
far beyond the lips. The Imir is fl.ix- 
en, about, two feet, long, very coarse, 
and lien in wild profusion around the 
head of the unfurtliuaie being. 

For r-evciit.cen years since _ its 

nt growth, the girl has never 

been able to move Bet body, but can 



tuberance of the eyes, she can follow 
the movements of any one in the room, 
being able to see all passing at the 
head of her bed. Her health is good, 
except that sho is subject to occasional 
fits or spasms. She sleeps well, but 
her devoted mother remains constant- 
ly with her. 

Hydrocephalus is caused by tho ac- 
cumulation of water in tho interstices 
of the brain and head. Many physi- 
cians here consider this tho most, re- 
markable case known to medical 
science. While the disease is common 
in modical practice, cases are rarely 
cured, except in infants. Death 
generally ensues in a few years at 
farthest. When this case began to 
develop, the best medical talent of the 
vicinity was obtained, but nothing 
could be done.

Seely Strang, a farmer of Yorktown. 
Westchester County, came to this city 
on an early train yesterday morning 
with eight other persons, who had bcei 
subpmnaed by Coroner Merklo to givi 
testimony before a jury as to the cans. 
of the death of E Iward Hoffman, a 
deaf and dumb lad of eighteen, who 
died under suspicious circumstancei- 
at No. 524 Third avenue, on September 
26. The case was opened shortly aftei 
1 o'olock yesterday. The examination 
lasted netirly three hours, and as i 
proceeded a web of criminating evi 
deuce was woven about Strang from 
which there was no possihli escape. 
rovealing alleged unparalleled and 
uncalled for cruelty on his part. 

When the jury rendered their verdict 
Strang found himself not an ordtnan 
witness but a full-fledged prisonei 
charged with homicide. He offered 
bail in $5,000, but Corner Merklc em 
phatically refused it, and sent him to 
tho Torabs. 

The facts in the case — which had 
the death of Hoffman not occurred in 
this city would probably have nevei 
been made public — have, it is said, ut 
precedent tc the history of medic a 
practice. Five physicians, three ol 
whom were from Peekskill and York 
town and two of this city, diagnosed 
and treated Hoffman for a tnraor or 
abscess on the arm, when in realty 
his arm was broken from a blow. 

The Peekskill and Yorktown doctor- 
attended him for over two Mentha and 
the others after his arrival in Ibis city 
ft was not until an autopsy was held 
by Dr. M. J. B. Mess in er, that the true 
condition Of the arm and the cause ol 
death were discovered. 

Yorktown is a small village about 
five miles east of Peekskill, with n 
population less than one hundred 

people. 

Mi s. Frederika Weyser, who keeps 
a boarding house there, is a friend ul 
the lloffnians, and early last Summer. 
E Iward, the deaf and dumb lad, wa* 
taken to her house to remain through 
the Summer for his health, which was 
failing. 

"The boy was just like a child,' | 
■aid John Hoffman, his robust brother 
yesterday, with tears in his eyes, as 
he related the traits of his dead brolhei 
io the jury. "Why, he could not tell 
live cenls from B dollar, could not wash 
or dress himself. He was quite harm 
le~s. and I don't think ho ^ >w a hojj 
from a girl. Our mother died tw. 
years ngo, and fath. r eight months 
later," said he sadly. " Edward Under- 
stood mo and his immediate friends, 
but none else." 

Strang's house in Yorktown is im 
modia'ely opposite that of Mrs. Weyser. 
On July 25, Edward playfully ran after 
a little twelve-years old girl of Strang 
Sin reached her horae, and entering a 
room closed the door behind her. E 1- 
ward was pushing the door, endeavor 
ing to get in the room, when Strang, 
it was alleged, coming suddenly upon 
him, bent Wm shamefully with a broom 
stick, and, it is said, kicked him on the 
hip and in the .ibdomo;,, from the ef- 
fects of which the hoy, after two 
months of pain, of which he never 
complained, wasted away almost to a 
eki-1. ton an! died. 

Cornelius O dell, a resident of York 
town, testified that the deaf and dumb 
boy was inoffensive. Ho had known 
him from his having traded at the store 
where he worked. About July 28, 
Strang told him that Hoffmui had 
chased his girl and he had hit him 
with a broomstick. The boy explain 
ed to Mrs Weyser when she returned 
from New York that he bad boon hurt 
by Strang. 

"I found a swelling on his right 
arm,'' said she, '•when I put a clean 
shirt on him. When I spoke to St rang 
about it he said the boy was suffering 
from rheumatism. Nothing ailed the 
boy before Strang hit him, and he was 
not in tho habit of running after little 
girls," concluded Mrs. Weyser, with 
warmth. 

A handsome rustic blonde, named 
Ophelia Odell, said that Mr. Strang's 
little arirl came down on Tuesday to 
their house and told her t''«t, Strang 
had " hoisted" Hoffman " nicely'' wild 
a broom. When asked the definition 
of "hoisted nicely," she said she sup- 
posed it meant " hit hard." She 
thought Hoffman a nice ynMSg man. 

Dr. Allien Strang, of Peekskill, no 
relative of the prisonei, told the jury 
that be was called on August 8 to 
examine Edward Hoffman. He found 
an enlargement at the junction of the 
middle and upper part of the riurhl 
arm He found no fracture The 
arm bung down by his side He could 
not tell what caused the enlarjremenf 
Dr. Strang treated the boy until 
August 21, giving him Dover's 
ders and painting the parts 
iodine. Dr. Knight was called, 
Dr. Snowden. They could not 
any fracture, and did not think it 
proper to lance the swelling. 

The boy got vapidly worse and on 
September S4, when Dr. Snowden saw 
him last, he thought the result would 

be death iii a few days, Dr. Charles 
0, Knight a g reed with the mode of 
treatment adopted by Drs Strang and 
Snowden. The latter used flaxseed 
poultices to reduce what he thought 
was a tumor on the arm. He found

Dr. Knight could not say whether 
death resulted from a kick in the ab- 
domen or not; he thought it might 
have been some from effusion of blood. 
Coroner Merkle, however, who was 
present when Dr. Alessemer made the 
autopsy, called Strang from his seat 
among the spectators and compelled 
him to face the jury, which he did 
loggedly, while he (ihe Coroner) call- 
ed the jurors' attention to the brutal 
nature Of the assault on a helpless im 
Lxeile who could neither talk nor hear 
Dr. Messemer then read the result 
• f his autopsy, which seemed to 
prove beyond a doubt that the bo) 
tad been struck with somethint; 
icavier than a broomstick, and brutal 
y kicked or struck afterward in tin 
up and abdomen. "The fact thai 
he right arm was three inches shorter 
ban the left — B fact that had been on 
i.irely overlooked by the other physi- 
•ians — convinced mo immediately that 
he arm was broken, " said he. "Twist 
ng the wrist, I heard the bones crack 
villi a loud noise, and upon opcniti!.' 
he arm found the boftee fractured and 
removed three broken pieces. Death 
•vas found to have resulted from com 
uinuted fracture of the left humerus. 
<y litis, and traumatic pelvis peritonitis. 
In charging the jury Coroner Merkle 
-•aid he had no doubt but that death 
Would have resulted from peritonitis 
done, and that Strang was certainly 
^Sponsible, The jury were out only 
live minutes, when they returned a ver 

bet charging Strang with causing Huff 
uiin's death.

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In 18.09 the Rev. Thomas Calhiudel , 
I). I)., stai-ted a Btbie class for the 
adult deaf-mutes in New York City. 
The class gradually grew into fit, Ann's 
Church for the Deaf, which now is 
the headquarters of "The Chinch 
Mission to Deaf-.MuUs.'' This mis- 
sion wiih incorporated in 187:1, with the 
Ut, liev. Horatio I'olter, I). I)., 
Lfj.I)., as President, and Dr. Callati- 
det, Manager. Meanwhile the work 
bad extended beyond New York into 
■ i, Philadelphia, Baltimore, and 
other places where Dr. Callaudct hold 
monthly (services. As the work con- 
tinued to glow, the services of well- 
educated deaf -mutes were -ecrircd as 
Lay-readers. Among these was Mr. 
(now the Rev.) Henry Winter Sylo, of 
Philadelphia, who was ordained to the 
Diaconatc by Bishop Stevens in 1876, 
being the first deaf unite admitted to 
Holy Orders in ♦he history of the 
Church. In 1880 the Pennsylvania 
mn Comniir-sHion on Church 
Work among Deaf- Mules was estab- 
lished, and Be*. Mr. Svle was appoint 
ed Missionary. With the consent, of 
the respective. Bishops, he soon after 
began to visit the Dioceses of Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania, New Jersey, ind 
Delaware. Two years later, in 1882, 
the Convention of this Dioees antho- 
rizetl the appointment of a similar 
Commission, of which Mr. Syle became 
the Missionary. He at once entered 
upon a systematic round of visitation, 
but owning to the demands made up- 
on his time by the work in Philadel- 
phia — which from the, small beginning 
in 18')'.) had grown into a regular 
Parish organization numbering near- 
ly an linodred communicants — Mr. 
Syle was una >Ie to visit the few stii 
tious in this Dioc ese ofteoer than onoe 

in two or three months, and even then 
could reach only the larger towns in 
that part of the Diocese nearest Phila- 
delphia. Finally it became difficult 
for him to continue his visits ; and the 
Commission, in September, l88o, ap- 
pointed the present. Missionary, Mr. 
J. M. Kochlcr, of Seranton. 

The Object of the Mission is to pro- 
vide religious instruction for the Deaf 
in this Diocese. Deaf-mutes are iso- 
lated by their infirmity from ordinary 
religious principles. They therefore 
need special ministration in the lan- 
guage they can best understand, viz. ; 
by which religious truth can be 
conveyed fully and clearly. By meant 
of gestures, even the uneducated deaf- 
mute, whose condition is little short 
of heathenism, can be taught religious 
truth. 

To ouote from the convention ad- 
dress of Bishop Stevens in 1878, 
' Deaf-mutes are not, in families, as 
ordinal "!, but scatter- 

ed one here and one there, in different 
families, in every class of life, among 
every denomination of Christians, of 
all ages, and in every part of the Dio 
cesc. Hence the work varies gl 
from the usual pastoral duties of a 
settled and well-defined parish. It is 
individual in its character rather than 
family or parochial ; so that, while if 
all disposed to tit tend church did at- 
tend, there would I h to form 
■iiigregation, the pastoral house 
to- house, work covers the whole D 
and ramifies into almost every parish." 
ov.f ;irc held monthly or bi- 
monthly.and as circumstances require, 
at the following places: Allentown, 
Carbonda!' i, Ilarrisburg Dan- 
caster, Monlro-e, Reading, Seranton, 
Wymart. Wilkes- Barre, and Williams- 
port. Altoona, Pottsville, Shamokin, 
and other places are visited occasion- 
ally. New stations are established 
from time to time. Work in different, 
parishes is under the Rector, as part, 
of the parochial life. The Missionary 
es his whole time to the work. 
Systematic visiting at the homes of 
deaf-mutes is carried on, especially in 
localities where no can be 
held. Much good is done in this 
way. 

'I'here a.e 1530 deaf-mutes ifl the 
Diocese, distributed in the following 
Convo is follows : Ilarrisburg, 

475 ; Reading, 350 ; Seranton, 4*5 ; 
Williarn.-port, 280. When it ii con- 
-id'-red that these people are scattered 
over an area of 25,281 MVWsre miles 
(the area of the Diocese), au idea may 
be obtained of the lalxir and expense 
involved. 

The Rstult* of the work may be 
judged from the following figures 
taken from the reports of the mission- 
up to November 1st, IH8J ; 
Baptism*, 40 ; Confirmations, 27. 
Then! are at present sixty deaf com- 
municants in the Diocese, and fifteen 
candidates for confirmation.
